Baltimore, June 28 (By A. P.).— 
Suddenly crazed, with a rifle and 
two revolvers in his hands, Vance 
Lee, 35-year-old negro, shot down 
nine persons in northwest Balti- 
more in a space of twenty minutes 
today before he died with twelve 
police bullets in his body. 

Three of his victims, two of them 


policemen and the other a 7-year- 
old colored girl, are near death. 
Of the others, all more or less seri- 


ously hurt, three were policemen | 
and the rest were bystanders who | 
got in his way. 

The injured are: 

Patrolman Webster Schuman, 
shot in mouth; may die. He is 
credited with firing the shot, after 
he was wounded, that first stopped 
the demented man. 

Police Clerk Thomas Dillon, shot 
in head; may die. 

seven-year-old Mildred Duncan, 
colored, shot in head; may die. 

Patrolman Ignatius Benesch, 
shot in head and hip; condition se- 
rious. 

Police Chauffeur 
shot in ankle. 

Patrolman John R. Collins, shot 
in hand. 

Dr. William Kamurer, shot in leg. 

Arthur Wells, colored, shot in 
neck. 

Calvin Howard, colored, shot in 
leg. 

Drives Neighborhood to Cover. 


Having sent the entire neighbor- 
hood in the vicinity of Argyle and 
Lafayette avenues to cover and 
with his nine victims ranged about 
him in the street or crumbled into 
areaways, Lee stood at bay against 
a plate glass window, with a bullet 
wound in his shoulder. A concert- 
ed fire from the wounded men on 
the ground and from the guns of 
Albert Ludwig and Harry Bates, 
the only policemen of the seven 
who had answered riot calls still 
=n their feet, dropped him to the 
sidewalk dead. 

A special riot squad which ar- 
rived a few minutes later gathered 
up the wounded. 

Lee shot every policeman who 
approached him during the 20 min- 
utes before he was wounded. 


Picks 8 Out of Police Car. 


He picked three of his victims 
out of the police car which was 
cruising after him. 

The shooting originated in a 
quarrel involving Lee and Wells, 
one of the wounded negroes. Lee 
shot Wells with a revolver and 
then, procuring a rifie and another 
revolver, started to terrorize the 
neighborhood. He had been re- 
leased from the insane ward at city 
faospital a year ago.

BATTLESHIPS PRESENT 


Charleston, §.C., June 28 (By A. 
P.).—A reproduction of the revo- 
lutionary war battle of Fort Moul- 
trie and a parade by midshipmen, 
soldiers, bluejackets, marines and 
national. guardsmen, were the two 
principal features today of the ses- 
quicentennial anniversary of the 
historic engagement, fought in 
Charleston harbor 150 vears ago 
today. 


Sir Peter Parker, British admiral, 
was impersonated by his great- 
grandson, Luther W. Parker, a 
resident of Charleston, and Sir Pe- 
ter’s fleet was represented by the 
schooners Olive Sears and Frank 
A. Morey, the bargentine Ella Eff 
and the pilot boat Thad Street. 

Murray Bennett, of New York, 
a former resident of Charleston, 
took the place of Sergt. Jasper, who, 
through a hail of shot and shell, 
rescued the fallen colors and hoist- 
ed them over the parapet. 

Lieut. Col. R. John West, com- 
mandant of Fort Moultrie, imper- 
sonated Col. William Moultrie, com- 
Manding officer of the patriots who 
repulsed the British fleet. 

The battleships Wyoming, New 
York and Utah, of the Atlantic 
fleet, took an important part in the 
ceremonies. 

Scheduled for tonight is a pyro- 
technic display at Fort Sumter and 
receptions for distinguished guests 
at the old colonial exchange, built 
in 1771. 

The battle of Fort Moultrie was 
fought June 28, 1776, Col. William 
Moultrie commanding the garrison 
in the rude fort of palmetto logs 
and Col. William Thompson com- 
manding the forces detailed to pre- 
vent the British soldiery, under 
Clinton and Cornwallis, from crogs- 
ing to Sullivans island from Long 
island (now the Isle of Palms), 
and attacking Moultrie’s garrison 
from the rear.

Miss Grace Abbott Questions 
Motives of the Business 
Bodies Opposing It. 


ALL-YEAR SCHOOL TERM 
IS CALLED SUCCESSFUL 


Dr. William Mather Lewis 


sees an Adult Problem 
for America. 


Philadelphia, June 28 (By A. 
P.).—Motives behind the opposi- 
tion to child-labor laws by manu- 


facturers’ associations and big busi- 
ness men were questioned before 
thousands of the country’s edu- 
cators today by Miss Grace Abbott, 
chief of the children’s bureau of 
the United States Department of 
Labor. 

Speaking before the annual con- 
vention of the National Education 
association, Miss Abbott asserted 
that when manufacturers’ associa- 
tions and other big business or- 
ganizations could not find another 
reason for opposing child-labor 
laws, they spread the idea that 
poor boys and girls should not be 
sent to school past the lower 
grades. 

“This propaganda,’’ declared the 
speaker, ‘‘has convinced many par- 
ents that they are overeducating 
their children. Back of this oppo- 
sition is the desire of the manu- 
facturers and big business men to 
get poor boys and girls into their 
kitchens and factories. They al- 
ways evade the issue. They never 
plead industry’s cause. If the 
child-labor measure is a national 
bill, they stick up for State rights. 
If it is a proposed State law, they 
raise their opposition on the con- 
tention that the rights of commu- 
nities would be outraged.”’ 


Twenty-seven Sectional Meetings. 


Education was discussed from all 
angles during the day at the 27 
sectional meetings of the associa- 
tion and at the two general ses- 
sions. There also was some quiet 
electioneering in the campaign for 
the next president, who will suc- 
ceed Miss Mary McSkimmon. Illi- 
nois delegates came in on a special 
train placarded with posters advo- 
cating the election of James G. 
Blair, of Springfield. Ruel W. 
Lamkin, president of the North- 
west State Teachers college, is be- 
ing put forward by the Missouri 
delegation. 

Seattle, Minneapolis, Detroit and 
Los Angeles are conducting vigor- 
ous campaigns for next year’s con- 
vention. 

Addressing one of the general 
sessions, Robert R. Smith, of the 
Chicago Normal school, declared 
that the radio was “‘dumping cul- 
ture into the average home in Car- 
load lots.” He said that every 
school should be supplied with 
radio receiving outfits. 


Education for Adults. 


L. R. Alderman, United States 
Bureau of Education, told the edu- 
cators there was new stimulation 
in the field of adult education, be- 
cause of ‘‘new leisure’ and en- 
larged environment, . 

‘‘Crime and laxity of law enforce- 
ment,’”’ he said, ‘‘are due to failure 
of citizens to appreciate the situa- 
tion. Native Americans and for- 
eign-born should be taught the prin- 
ciples of our government. We must 
educate the 20,000,000 persons who 
can not readily read tm the United 
States.’’ 

Reorganization of the National 
Education association with ‘‘all-in- 
clusive representation”’ and equali- 
zation of dues was demanded ina 
report approved by the national or- 
ganization of secretaries of State 
Educational association, an _ affili- 
ated body. Charles P. Pye, of the 
Iowa association, and A. H. Cham- 
berlain, of California, in discussing 
the resolution, said the N. E. A. has 
become ‘‘to autocratic,”” The ques- 
tion is expected to come before the 
general sessions later in the week. 


All-Year School Favored. 


All-year public schools and better 
teachers for rural] schools were sug- 
gested today. Other papers read 
urged a drive in education to teach 
citizenship responsibility, so that 
the next generation would not have 
so many “vote slackers,” and ap- 
pealed for parent-teacher coopera- 
tion. 

“The _practice of holding school 
during all the months of the year,” 
said Dr. H. C. Webe®, superintend- 
ent of schools of Nashville, Tenn., 
‘has been found practicable and 
satisfactory in Nashville. 

“The school year is divided into 
four terms and pupils are required 
to attend at least three terms, tak- 
ing whichever period they choose 
for vacataions.’”’ 


Lewis Sees Adult Problem. 


The American home and other 
institutions are neglecting their re- 
sponsibilities and their opportuni- 
ties, Dr. William Mather Lewis, of 
George Washington university, 
Washington, D. C., declared yester- 
day. 

He asserted there is no youth 
problem in America, but that there 
is a great adult problem. 

‘‘The rank and file of the adults 
of another time,’ he declared. 
are shifting away from the virtues 
“Youth of America today is’ sound- 
ing for us a spiritual and a patri- 
otic challenge which is not pecular 
to any time or land.”’

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EARTHQUAKES FELT 
OVER VAST REGION, 
DAMME EXTENSIVE 


Five Shocks Recorded Here 
in 48 Hours; Casualties 
Appear Slight. 


CENTERED NEAR CRETE; | 
EXTEND TO EAST INDIES 


Antiquities Are Destroyed at 
Candia; Steamer Feels 
Shock Off Rhodes. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Five earthquake within 48 hours 
have been registered on the seismo- 
graph at Georgetown university. 

Director Tondorf announced yes- 
terday that two shocks were re- 
corded during Sunday night. The 
first began at 10:43 p. m., with the 
maximum occurring from 11.46 to 
11:53. This merged into a second 
quake, which began at 1:35 a. m., 
lasting three full hours, with its 
maximum réached from 2:39 to 
2:43 o'clock. 

Father Tondorf estimated the 
center of the disturbances at from 
5,800 to 5,900 miles from Wash- 
ington. 


Reaches to East Indies. 


London, June 28 (By A. P.). 
The great earthquake Saturday 
night, which embraced Italy and 
most of the countries bordering on 
the eastern Mediterranean, was 
much more widespread than first 
reports indicated. It extended as 


far as the East Indies, heavy 
shocks being experienced at Singa- 
pore and central Sumatra. 

Thus far the reports do not in- 
dicate any serious casualties. Vague 
and copflicting rumors were cur- 
rent in Athens. but as the day ad- 
vanced reassuring reports arrived, 
showing that in Crete, which ap- 
pears to have been the center of 
the disturbances, nobody was killed 
and only a few were injured. 

Advices received from Rome in- 

dicate that the island of Rhodes, 
which is under Italian sovereignty, 
suffered very heavy shocks, numer- 
ous Villages being partly wrecked, 
and thousands of small houses 
razed. But even there the loss of 
life or injury to the inhabitants 
seems to have been slight. 
The earthquake affected the 
whole district around Cyprus, as far 
as the Ionian sea, with its center 
between the island of Crete and 
Cyclades. The Greek government is 
making every effort to help the 
sufferers and protect the antiqui- 
ties in Crete. 


Antiquities Are Destroyed. 


Latest advices from Crete con- 
firm that the damage to the arch- 
eological museum at Candia was 
extremely serious, among the many 
antiquities destroyed being a Mural 
painting representing a bull fight 
at the Minoan court. 

Sir Arthur Evans, noted archco- 
logist, a fortnight ago expressed 
fear lest an earthquake should 
damage the museum. The Greek 
government has decided to send an 
engineer immediately to repair the 
museum, 

The consul at Rhodes reports 
that the shock was felt by a British 
steamer. some distance off the is- 
land. The American Near East 
relief will remove its office and 
orphanage, which have been in the 
old palace and the Zappeion to a 
building in the Kephisia road. 


Panic in Central Sumatra. 
Batavia, Java, June 28 (By A. 
P.).—The inhabitants of Central 
Sumatra were thrown into a panic 
this morning by a heavy earth- 
quake. No casualties have been 
reported. The governor’s. residence 
at Padang and the homes of many 

Europeans were badly damaged. 


Singapore, June 28 (By A. P.).— 
Two earthquake shocks lasting 20 
seconds each were recorded this 
morning. They are said to have 
been the most severe experienced in 
Singapore for years. 


Estate of Pennell, 
Etcher, Is $350,000 


Philadelphia, June 28 (By A. 
P.).—Joseph Pennell, noted etcher 
and lithographer, left an estate 
valued at approximately $350,000 
and consisting entirely of personal 


property. His will wag probated 
today. With the exception of a 
$10,000 legacy to a servant, all the 
estate was left to his widow. 

As revealed to President Cool- 
{dge recently by Mrs. Pennell, the 
entire estate ultimately will go to 
the Library of Congress. The gift 
includes prints, paintings, manu- 
scripts, copyrights and the money 
requisite to maintain the collec- 
tions and add to them. In his 
will Mr, Pennell explained that he 
had made the bequest to the gov- 
ernment “‘because the United States 
is spending money on prints and 
encouraging art and artists, and 
has encouraged me,”

Porter said that Shanahan and 
Durkin talked several minutes after 
the Federal agent, who had a gun 
in his right hand, had sought to 
arrest the defendant. As they 
talked, Porter said, he heard two 
shots, and then amid an exchange 
Durkin backed out of the garage 
in his automobile. 

Because of a fear that Durkin 
nay attempt to escape, as he has 
often done, by shooting his way 
out, an extra guard is watching 
over him during the trial.

Schmidt was shot by Chief Dep- 
uty Louis Myers, 35, after the for-

Told by the deputies what 
they wanted with him, Schmidt ran 
upstairs, according to Louis Myers.

Louis Myers said he drew his 
revolver just as Schmidt leveled his 
gun at him and fired. The bullet 
penetrated Schmidt’s heart. 

Chief Deputy Myers said he then 
placed his brother in their automo- 
bile and drove to a Bautimore hos- 
pital, after which he telephoned to 
Sheriff John Bowie at Annapolis, 
who with additional deputies, and 
Justice Louis M. Hopkins, acting 
coroner, drove to the scene of the 
shooting. Coroner Hopkins exoner- 
ated Myers of the killing. At 
Schmidt’s house the officers con- 
fiscated two five-gallon demijohns 
of corn whisky and destroyed a 
quantity of mash.

ON CHARGE OF MURDER 


Multimillionaire Accused of 
Wife’s Death at St. 
Petersburg. 


NO BOND IS PERMITTED 


ot. Petersburg, Fla., June 28 (By 
A. P.).—Eugene M. Elliott, multi- 
millionaire developer and promoter, 
was arrested late today on a charge 
of first-degree murder and held 
without bond. 

The arrest of the former college 
athlete came as the climax to the 
hearing of a coroner's jury investi- 
gating the fatal injury of his wife 
Saturday afternoon at their home in 
an exclusive residential section 
here. Attorneys for Elliott asked 
for an immediate preliminary hear- 
ing. 

The verdict of the jury in find- 
ing that Mrs. Elliott had come to 
death at the hands of her husband 
and recommending that he be held 
for first-degree murder came as a 
surprise to defense counsel and 
friends of Elliott, who had been 
confident that he would be released. 

Mrs. Elliott died as a result of a 
fractured skull, which she was said 
to have received when she fell back- 
ward to the pavement from the 
rear entrance of their home. 

Chief of Police E. D. Caughan 
said Elliott told him that his wife 
lost her grip on the door and fell 
backward, striking her head on a 
concrete sidewalk. The chief said 
police had worked on the theory 
that the woman was already inside 
the house and that she was shoved 
or knocked through the door. 

The divorce bill filed by Mrs. 
Elliott last Saturday alleged ex- 
treme cruelty and infidelity. It 
was set forth that Elliott had 
threatened her life in the event she 
brought suit for divorce. 

Police said Elliott told them he 
ordered his wife away from the 
house after she returned Saturday 
from a conference with her attor- 
ney. They said Mrs. Elliott, barred 
at the front door, hurried to the 
rear door, where she was inter- 
cepted by Elliott.

Woman, 102 Years Old, Two 
Men and Girl Found in 
House at Tampa. 


TWO MEN ARE ARRESTED 


Tampa, Fla., June 28 (By A. P.). 
Four persons were slain with an 
ax as they lay asleep in a two- 
room house, within a few blocks of 
the business district, here today. 
Two relatives were missing tonight 
and two other men were held by 
authorities for questioning in con- 
nection with the crime. 

Those killed were Mrs. Adeline 
Rowell, said to be 102 years old; 
her son, Bee Rowell, 45; his 
nephew, Ira Rowell, 30, and his 
niece, Lena Rowell, 16. 

Police refused to divulge the 
names of the prisoners until further 
arrests have been made. They are 
working on several clues, they said, 
but expressed the belief that the 
murders were the work of a thief. 
This theory, they declared, was 
based on testimony before the cor- 
oner’s jury that Bee Rowell re- 
ported he had been robbed of $400 
recently and knew who got it. 

The missing men are Richard 
Rowell, father of Ira and Lena, and 
son of Mrs. Rowell, who lived with 
them, and Henry, another son who 
resided in another part of town. 
Both were sought by police. 

The crime was discovered by 
Mrs. Ruby Silma, who, with her fa- 
ther, called at the Rowells’ to ac- 
company Lena on a search for work 
today. Receiving no response to her 
knocks on the door, she peered 
through a window and saw the two 
women lying in a pool of blood. 
Police were called and found the 
aged woman dead. In the adjoining 
room lay the two men dead. The 
ax Was found leaning against the 
aged woman’s bed. Lena was alive 
and was rushed to a hospital, but 
died two hours later without regain- 
ing consciousness.

Ancient Enemies, at Peking, 
Hold 4 Apparently Cor- 
dial Meetings. 


CABINET GIVEN SUPPORT

meetings, outwardly cordial, with 
his ancient enemy, Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, Marshal Wu Pei Fu, who 
arrived this morning in Peking, is 
expected to depart tonight to as- 
sume the post of commander-in- 
chief in the war against the Kuo- 
minchun.

Both parties in the Senate have played poli- | 
ties to their hearts’ content at the expense of | 
the farmers. Everybody who cares to £0 OD 


record as the only simon-pure friend of the 
farmer has had his say. The farmer can rest 
assured on the authority of 96 senators that 
they are collectively and individually his 
friends. 

Now it is time to vote. The proposal ‘be- 
fore the Senate is one which, if adopted, would 
really benefit agriculture by exploring the field 
of cooperative effort, facilitating the organiza- 
tion of cooperative organizations, setting up 
machinery for bringing about better market- 
ing methods, and providing $100,;000,000 for 
the expenses of this effort. 

This plan ought to develop practicable meth- 
ods for bringing the producer and consumer 
closer together, so that each would share in 
the benefits resulting from elimination of part 
of the exorbitant cost of distributing and mar- 
keting farm products. The consumers are 
willing to pay their share of the taxes that will 
be required to make up the $100,000,000 pro- 
posed to be expended. No doubt the farmers 
are willing to pay their share also. The plan 
will be worked out by experienced men, repre- 
senting agriculture. The producer, rather than 
the consumer, is primarily to be benefited. 

If senators are really anxious to help the 
farmer they will support this bill, push it 
through conference, and adjourn this week. 
The House no doubt would concur. The Presi- 
dent would! sign the bill. The good work 
could be undertaken immediately. 

But if there is any more political advantage 
to be gained by quarreling over this bill, the 
farmer will have to wait. There is a political 
campaign on, and control of the Senate is the 
prize. The farmer will be lucky indeed if his 
friends in the Senate do not find that political 
exigencies make it impossible to demonstrate 
in all its warmth and cordiality the friendship 
they feel for him and which they would ex- 
press without hesitation in an off year.

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TOO MANY PEOPLE. 


The proceedings at the International Labor 
Congress on Immigration, held in London last 
week, threw a very informative light on the 
repercussions and reactions of our recent leg- 
islation dealing with the admission of ‘aliens. 
At this gathering 23 nations were represented; 
the United States, of course, was conspicuous 
by’its absence. The delegates were under no 
delusions as to the permanence of our present 
policy. The secretary of the International Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions made it plain, not 
only that the American Federation of Labor 
is in sympathy with that policy because re- 
strictions on immigration tend to maintain 
wages at a high standard, but also that the 
unanimity of opinion on this subject is so 
great in the United States that there is not 
likely to be any turning back. Incidentally, 
the same official justified the stand taken in 
this country when he placed the nations of 
the world in two categories, namely, emigra- 
tion states and immigration states. The for- 
mer have to protect the interests of their na- 
tionals who are forced to seek a livelihood 
beyond their borders, while the latter ‘have to 
safeguard against the lowering of their stand- 
ards of life by alien immigrants.” That is our 
case in a nutshell. 

What ‘would have happened after the war 
but for the barriers erected by Congress 
against alien invasion is evident enough. 
Hordes of refugees, fiying from the horrors of 
a devastated Burope, would have been dumped 
on our shores, with disastrous consequences 
to our economic, social and political life. The 
bulk of the 3,000,000 foreign workers now 
domiciled in France would have made straight 
or the United States, where their absorption

d with inevitable detriment to the workers 

eady established here. The shortage of 
labor in agricultural France, as well as the 
phenomenal success achieved by French in- 
dustry, owing, in pert, to the depreciation of 
the franc, has allowed the irruption of foreign

French workers, but already the saturation 
point is nearly reached, and when the stabilisza- 
tion of the franc produces a slump in indus- 
trial exports, French statesmen will be con- 
fronted with an alien problem of the first 
magnitude, which will also extend its thorny 
and poisonous tentacles into neighboring 
countries, 
“The pertectiy obvious fact {a that some Eu- | 
ropean countries aro producing every year 
a surplus ‘populations over and above those per- 
sons tor whom employment can be found at 
home. In view Of this siate of affairs and its 
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probable continuance, many of the delegates 
to the London meeting favored a diversion of 
emigration to the southern half of the Amert- 
can continent. Some of them, in fact, vision- 
ing the springing up of a new civilization in 
South American countries, went so far as to 
advocate in advance the formation of a strong 
trade union organization to protect the immli- 
grants’ interests in the new land of promise. 

Perhaps, when all is said and done, South 
America may afford the solution to the pop- 
ulation problems of Hurope. At all events, 
no undue optimism: is required to affirm that 
the possibilities there are practically illimit- 
able.

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| THE FRENCH DEBT AGREEMENT. 


Premier Briand and Finance Minister Cail- 
| laux are trying to work out a financial plan 
'which will harmonize with the Mellon-Beren- 
~ edie, | reanco-American agree- 

ment can not pass parliament as matters stand, 
‘in the absence of a well-considered plan for 
| stabilization of the franc. M. Caillaux is said 
to be preptring a plan which will have among 
its features ¢loser cooperation between the 
Bank of France and the government; the 
modification of the Mellon-Berenger agree- 
ment; and the obtaining of some assurance 
that France will be granted large credits upon 
ratification of the agreement. 

In the meantime Congress is about to ad- 
journ with the debt settlement unratified. 
The debt commission can not give any guar- 
antee to France that will insure the granting 
of credits; and bankers will not dare to loan 
money to France until the debt agreement is 
| ratified by Congress. 

There is therefore in sight at least five 
months’ delay in the stabilization of French 
finances. The delay will probably be longer, 

| if M. Caillaux should remain in office until 
next December. An effort on his part to ne- 
gotiate for a modification of the Mellon- 
| Berenger agreement would not be welcome, 
ajthough it might not be repulsed. The oppo- 
sition in the chamber of deputies is said to be 
based upon three points: First, that there is 
no safeguard clause whereby France would 
not be required to pay if Germany should 
default; second, that there is no provision for 
transferring funds; and third, that the pro- 
vision for commercializing the debt precludes 
future revision of the agreement. 

On the first point it would be idle for M. 
Caillaux to hope for a coneession from the 
United *States. From the first, the United 
States has held that the debts of the allies 
were distinct from Germany’s obligations and 
could not be made dependent upon Germany's 
actions. M. Caillaux’s efforts when he was 
here to insert a safeguard clause were fruitless. 
The debt commission refused to make any 
concession on that point. 

If M. Caillaux expects to obtain a large 
‘loan in the United States, with which to pro- 
mote stability in France, it is up to him to 
induce parliament to ratify the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement as it stands. An attempt 
to modify that agreement would be unfortu- 
nate. It could probably pass the Senate if 
ratified by the French pariiament, but there 
is no telling what would happen if the debt 
commission should modify the agreement. 
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There may be no real saturation point in 
the automobile market, but we've seen it in 
some drivers.

CANCER PREVENTION. 


It is gratifying to note the widespread in- 
terest, particularly among men of wealth, in 
the efforts of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer. This organization has in- 
stituted a drive for a fund of $1,000,000, the 
purpose of which is to educate the public in 
the prevention of cancer.. Recently a number 
of wealthy men contributed approximately 
$200,000 to the cancer fund, and the ‘late 
Louis Sherry, noted New York restaurant man, 
bequeathed the bulk of his $1,000,000 estate 
to the cancer clinic of the Presbyterian hos- 
pital in New York. 

Many years of research and experimentation 
have failed to discover a specific cure for can- 
cer, undoubtedly the most dangerous disease 
of mankind, but cancer specialists assert that 
many forms of cancer are preventable. 

Dr. James Eweing, director of cancer re- 
search at Memorial hospital, New York, and 
professor in the Cornell medical school, states 
that cancer of the lips and tongue is entirely 
preventable. Neglect of the teeth, excessive 
use of tobacco and other forms of chronic 
irritants of the mouth, he says, are the causes 
of these cancers. If people knew this, he in- 
sists, they could practically eliminateit. When 
the user of tobacco finds white spots on his 
tongue and the sides of his mouth or on the 
palate it is time for that person to reduce his 
use of tobacco. It has been found by pathol- 
ogists that a number of forms of cancer are 
not single diseases, but a collection of many 
diverse diseases of very different causation, 
and that there is no one cause of cancer. 
There is no doubt, it is said, that chronic irri- 
tation of one sort or another is the great 
effective cause of cancer. 

Dr. Frances Carter Wood, director of the 
institute of cancer research at Columbia uni- 
versity, asserts that fully 30 per cent of the 
100,000 persons who die annually from cancer 
in the United States could be saved if sufficient 
funds for education could be obtained and 
effectively applied.

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WHEAT AND APPLES. 


It will be observed that much of the discus- 
sion’ over the farm situation revolves around 
one commodity—wheat—-as if that was the 
only article from the farm worth considering. 

What about apples? In 1925 the total pro- 
duction of apples in the United States was 
164,616,000 bushels, valued at $207,820,000. 
The value of the apple crop of Washington is 
valued at $40,000,000, which is within $1,000,- 
000 of the value of the total wheat crop of 
that State. 

New York produces an apple crop every 
year worth ten times the value of its wheat 
crop. Virginia, the third apple State in the 
Union, produces a crop valued at $18,000,000 
annually. 

The orange and lemon crops of the United 
States are worth each year more than $120,- 
000,000, while the peach and pear crop tis 
worth another $120,000,000. 

Surely there is something else besides wheat 
and corn to be considered in dealing with the 
farm problem.

MAKING A PERFECT SPHERE. 

Among the unsolved problems of 
science is that involved in the at- 
tempt to make a perfect sphere, 
writes Charles N. Lurie‘in St. Nich- 
olas. That is one of the things that 
simply cannot be done, say high au- 
thorities on the manufacture of in- 
struments of precision. ‘It is just 
as impossible to make a perfect 
sphere as it is to make a perfect 
straight-edge; the question resolves 
itself into the amount of time and 
expense involved in an effort to ap- 
proximate perfection——not alone in 
this, but in any problem in metal, 
rubber, or glass,’’ says a recent let- 
ter from one of the best known 
manufacturers of optical instru- 
ments in America. 

The letter was called forth by a 
request for information concerning 
the cost of making a ruler, of glass, 
that should be perfectly straight. A 
professor of physics, lecturing to 
his class, said that such a ruler 
would be a very desirable addition 
to experimental apparatus. How- 
ever, he said, the cost of making it 


| would be prohibitive, since the ex- 
| pense of its manufacture might be 


as high as $2,000.

BUILDING GOOD TEETH. | 
F a person has teeth of good 
| quality he can neglect his mouth | 
and not need to be in the hands | 
of the dentist a good part of the | 
time. On the other hand, people 
with teeth of poor quality require 
a lot of dental work in spite of all 
the brushing and cleaning they do. 
The strongest, best teeth are yel- 
lowish brown in color, and hard and 
solid in appearance. Pearly white 
teeth are apt both to break and to 
decay; porcelain-like teeth are not 
of the best quality. Chalky, pitted 
teeth are especially poor. The teeth 
which are especially indicative of a | 
poor state of nutrition have chalky | 
bands and brown lines on them. | 
Syphilitic teeth have a cutting edge} 
which is curved like a new moon. | 
Rickets causes teeth which are of | 
poor quality, especially along the) 
cutting edges and the grinding sur- | 
faces. 


The teeth of a wvaby begin to | 
uarden witb lime about four months | 
before birth. At birth, the six-year 
molar, the first permanent tooth to 
be cut, is already formed. At one 
vear of age, about one-third of al}l 
the permanent teeth are lying in the 
gums formed and ready to come 
through. By the end of the fifth 
year, all the permanent teeth are 
hard and filled with lime, completed 
and ready for work. Thereafter, 
the nature of the diet can make 
some difference, but not a very 
great deal‘as compared with the 
earlier formative years. 


If the person is to have good 
teeth the pregnant woman’s diet 
should be right, especially from the | 
fifth month on.

| SETTERS AND POINTERS. 


By Robert S. Lemmon. 


Of the dozen or more different 
breeds of gun-dogs that are known 
today, the setters and pointers are 
probably the most familiar in ap- 
pearance to the average person, and 
even in these two classes there is 
an order of precedence. First, 
there is the English setter, a big, 
upstanding, graceful fellow whose 
colors may be black and white, 
lemon and white, liver and white, 
or tri-color (black, white and tan). 
Pages might be filled with true 
stories of his intelligence, reasoning 
power, level-headedness in emer- 
gencies, but there is no need for 
them; one look into his face, inte 
the depths of his large, dark eyes, 
tells all. High courage is there, 
and honestly and a strangely win- 
ning appeal. You know instinctively 
that he is a dog to be trusted, to 
understand, to come as close to 


human thoughts and actions as it 
is possible for any four.footed 
creature to come. | 

Such, too, is the nature of the 
Gordon setter, a breed which, ex- 
cept to the eye of the expert, is 
virtually a heavier counterpart of 
the English in all matters save that 
of color. A jet-black dog with tan 
points, well ‘‘feathered’’ and strik- 
handsome. History records 
that he is a Scottish product, hav- 
ing been a favorite breed of one of 
the dukes of Gordon. 

In the Irish setter, the last of 
the group, the characteristics of 
the two preceding breeds are com- 
bined with a certain greater 
strength than either the English 
or the Gordon can show. Of the 
three, his make-up has perhaps the 
greatest infusion of fire (he’s Irish, 
you know!). There is a positive- 
ness which makes him a shade more 
interesting than the  others—-a 
little touch of the Celt, it may be. 

A good Irish is unsurpassed as 
a field, dog, though it is to. be 
doubte@ whether the average of 
his race ranks as high'in work on 
birds as does the English setter. 
For general family purposes, how- 
ever, he is fully up to the standard 
set by his cousins. And there are 
those who maintain with justice 
that as far as good looks are con- 
cerned he is in a class by himself. 

More inclined to ranginess than 
the two already described, the Irish

setter is yet a picture of symmetry, 


grace and beauty. Nothing could 


| be more handsome than his rich red 
coat, 


his smooth. lithe action, his 
general air of aristocratic breeding.

So much for the setters. If your 
preference is for a short-haired dog, 
the pointer will satisfy it in a way 
that is all his own. 

Here is a dog which, with many 
of a setter’s characteristics, had 
quite a different origin. Authori- 
ties differ as to the country of his 
development, but there seems to be 
good evidence to support the claim 
that a dog of somewhat similar ap- 
pearance was used in bird hunting 
in Italy as early as the thirteenth 
century. At all events, he is no 
newcomer in the dog world, aad 
he has unshakenly stood. the stiff- 
est of all tests—-long continued 
popularity. 

Those who live in warm climates 
where the heavier coats of the set- 
ters sometimes put their wearers at 
a disadvantage will find in the 
short-haired pointer a solution of 
the difficulty. This is not to be 
construed, however, as an intima- 
tion that the pointer is lacking in 
the hardiness required by more 
rigorous regions. He is perfectly 
able to withstand climatic condi- 
tions in all parts of the United 
States, for his constitution is as 
rugged as .his superbly propor- 
tioned body. An impartial judge 
would rank him as high as any of 
the setters in those qualities which 
real people value in their dogs. 

All of these four breeds have 
one point in common; they de- 
serve, and should have, plenty of 
outdoor exercise. They are large 
dogs, accustomed to free range, 
and are at their best when a good 
daily run can be giventhem. Don’t 
make the mistake of thinking that 
they are not excellent house dogs; 
the point is merely that they are 
countrymen rather than city dwell- 
ers. You can keep one of them 
healthy in a city apartment, but it 
doesn’t seem fair. A dog that can 
cover 30 or 40 miles a day in the 
hunting field, and keep on doing 
80, deserves a real chance to stretch 


his legs and expand his lungs.
